That the village of New Smyrna 


was one of the few in the state of 
Florida large enough and prosperous 
enough to support a regular news- 
paper back in June, 1879, is shown 
by a copy of the Florida Star, dated 
June 12, 1879, which is the property 


£ully preserved during all the years 
s nee it was published. A study of 
this newspaper, published 45 years 
ago, gives a good insight into condi-

Some of the old timers still 


iving here will remember those early 
days, which stand in strong contrast 
to present conditions. There are not 
many people still here who were in 
this community at that time, but the 
names oi some o£ them ate in the lo- 
cal items of this particular issue of 
the Florida Star.
